SECTION 2. That Section 33-9 Establishment and 
designation is hereby amended to delete all references to 
the IA Interchange Access Center District. 

SECTION 3. That Section 33-14 (m) (3) is deleted in 
its entirety, and is replaced by the following: 

(3) After Mobile Home Park Districts have been 
established, applications for approval of development plans 
for a mobile home park may be filed with the Plan 
Commission. Procedures for review and approval shall be the 
same as those established for B-2 Districts. 

SECTION 4; That Section 33-14 (m) (5) is deleted in 
its entirety, and is replaced by the following: 

(5) As to Issuance of permits, construction of 
improvements under permits, revocation of permits and 
amendments to development plan, the provisions established 
under the B-2 Districts shall apply. 

SECTION 5. That Section 33-15 (a) is hereby amended to 
delete the reference to the IA District. 

SECTION 6. That Section 33-33 (a) is hereby amended to 
delete the reference to the IA District. 

SECTION 7. That Section 33-34 (3) is hereby amended to 
delete the reference to the IA District. 


SECTION 8. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 


and effect from and after its passage and approval by the 
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Mayor.
